“Scored Ice,” an accurate system 
by which ice is machine-markeil so 
that every piece delivered is cleanly 
cut apd full weight; such is the new 
sysiem of ice weighing and deliver¬ 
ing adopted by the Monrovia Ice 
company. 

Although the ".scoring” of ice is 
something new, the “.scoring” of ice 
men in the days when a swinging, 
clunking scale on the rear of the 
wagon meant little or nothing: days 
when Mrs. Brown was likely as not 
to get several pounds more than she 
ordered because a hit-and-mi.ss whack 
of the ice pick chopped a chunk ir¬ 
regularly and Mrs. Jones, next door 
was cut short. 

That situation, before the days of 
official weights and measures, has 
long since been rectified, according 
to officials of the Monrovia Ice com¬ 
pany. They declare full weight— 
even over weight—has been the rule 
rather than the exception during the 
last few years. 

Now, however, in order to elim¬ 
inate the last possible vestige of 
waste, they have installed the newly 
developed ice scoring machine which 
marks off blocks into 100, 75, 50 and 
25 pound pieces. These are all clean¬ 
ly cut, smooth edged pieces since the 
ice man has but to give the marked 
place a cclip and it breaks as even¬ 
ly as though it had been molded. 

Charles M, Fuller, county sealer 
of weights and measures for Los 
Angeles county, paid the highest 
tribute to the new plan, it is point¬ 
ed out, when after a careful inspec¬ 
tion of the new ice scoring machine, 
he de.scribed them as “the greatest 
improvement in the ice indu.stry in 
many years.” 

“Not only do these machines as¬ 
sure the housewife of accurate 
weight,” wrote Mr. Fuller, in a 
signed statement, “but in 97 per cent
